~+-Professor-Stieda-admits that-n-pig- 
mented hair may betome gray in its 
proximal part if the development of 
pigment in the hair root ceases, so that 
the newly formed part of a pigmented 
hair may. thus: become colorless, . The 
whitening of the hair ,associated “with 
advancing years is regarded asa phys 


“Tiologieal process, but. Professor” Sticda 


allows that psychical, agencies such as 
long grief, anxiety, aud insanity, may 
induce similar changes, which are, how- 
ever, not vecéssarily permanent, The 
average life of the hairs is a matter 
of considerable importance in regard to 
this question.
